On December 3» 1969, £p T-l advised as follous: 

On the night of December 2, 1969, «bout 500 
people, most of whora were Mexican-Americans, gathered 
at Bowie High School on the south side of El Paso, Texas, 
to attend a meeting called at the request of the Board 
Of Commissioners of the El Paso Housing Authority. Mayor 
Peter de Wetter and members of the City Council were 
^-présent at the meeting. Durlng the proceedings, Mr. César 
^Chavezj Union Leader of the National Farm Workers Association, 
ïrora California, a a de an appearance and was granted per- 
mission to speak by Mayor de Wetter. The Mexican-American 
people became very emotional and gave Chavez a tremendous 
ovation . 

The above mentioned meeting vas held for the pur pose 
of giving the people of El Paso an opportunity to discuss 
with the members of the El Paso Housing Authority the 
complaints they had to register against the Housing Authority. 
It had nothing to do with the efforts of César Chavez to 
expand the grape boycott throughout the country. Chavez said 
only a few words and made no effort to propagandize his 
grape boycott, but the Mexican-American people présent 
responded very favorably to Chavez. 

The wife of César Chavez made the comment in private 
that they could see the "Chicano moveaent" developing more 
and more wherever they went throughout the United States. 
Activist Mexican-American groups seem to be drawn to César 
Chavez, hâve attempted to ride on his coattails, and then 
become more outspoken. 

An example of this occurred at the above mentioned 
meeting at Bowie High School when young Mexican-Americans 
coonected with the Mexican-American Youth Association (MAYA),

Chavez was asked about his position on the subject 
of violence, at which time ne said that he was for non-violence 
In Vietnam or any other war, was against violence in the 
•treets or In any other shape or form. Chavez said that 
it takes a lot of discipline to follow his recommended course 
of action. He said people hâve to be "militant" but they 
also hâve to be on the défensive because they should not 
hit back with violence. Chavez said that ail that they had 
were their lives, and that there was no reason for violence 
taking place between people.

For example, J.G. Boswell, 
member of tbe Safeway Board of 
Directors, is also a member of tbe 
board of directors of J.G. Bosweîi 
Co., Boston Ranch, Crockett Gam- 
body. Tu Lare Lake Land Co., and 
Miller 4 Lux, ail of which own 
farmland in tbe rich valleys of 
California. 

While tbere are some 
owned farms, the dominant 
trol rests in tbe hands < 
financial interests. 

The public also learns that the 
farmworkers, by and large coi- 
ored peoples, make meager 
"v wages, live in hovels fit only for 
■^ \rals, are denied the right to health 
and unemployment insurance, 
are regularly subjected to the 
careless spraying of pesticides 
that endanger their familles' 
lives. 

Agri-business is regularly mak- 
ing ils super-profits at tbe expense 
of tbe workers' welfare and col- 
lecting its government subsidies 
for not growing crops, taking 
out of tbe mouths of the poor. 

J. G. Boswell and Co. alone 
received $4,091,818 in subsidies in 
1967.

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As I write this, César Chavez is in a 
Californie jail for conlempt of court. He 
refused lo call off a nationwide boycott of 
iceberg lettuce produced by growers who 
don't recognize lus union. 

H's the great grape strilte ail ©ver 
again. Son» years ago Chavez organized a 
union for (he exploiled !«rn> workers in 
the West, mostly Mexican-Americans. Fili- 
pinos, and other minorities. AFter a long 
and bitter struggle marital by Chavez' o*n 
saintly personality and the tremendous 
support given him by people ail over the 
country who refused to buy non-union 
g râpes, the growers finaJly gave in and 
signed a union contract. 

Now the union, the Uniled Farm Work- 
ers Organizing Committee (AFL-CIO). is 
trying to organize growers of -iceberg let- 
tuce. 

This lime the issue is more corn- 
plicated because some growers hâve 
signed up with a rival union, 
against the wishes of many work- 
ers. This makes it technically a 
jurisdjclional dispute, so a strike is 
outlawed 

VIOLENCE has also reared its ugly 
head, with attacks on itrikers and their 
supporters. Beatmgs hâve béer common. 
Atlomeys for the workers hâve been 
ihreaténed. Fe* arrests havé been made 
—and appirently the "law and order" 
supporters who cheer Chavez' jailing on 
eontempt charges don't couider physical 
ascaults a crime. 

The UFWOC weks better wages for the 
workers, but that isi't the only issue, 
especially since the rival union also nego- 
liated aalary increases. One demand is for 
ranch hiring halls so that people can apply 
for *ork directly, instead of being at the 
mercy of labor eontraclon, «ho pocket 
■orne of the wages of the workers. The 
union also wants growers - to provide food 
and housing, dow sold al exhorbitant rates 
. to the farm workers. GlV also wants lo 
restrict use oLpoisonous Sprays. _

The grape growers hâve found that 
their worst fears were not reahied; lh#t 
the farm workers' union led to higher 
labor cosls but also to a happier, more 
stable, more productive work force. 

The UFWOC's ùisignia, a black eagle. 
appears on iceberg leUuce or the crates in 
which it is packed It is a way to tell that 
the lettuce you buy was picked on farnis 
that hâve signed union contracte with the 
UFWOC. 

I fave litfle .oabt that wbatever the 
pvwerful nea who coolrol the ranchei 
and the court say, the boycott will contin- 
ue nntU victory it won. The union certain- 
ly has m iatention of calting it off, and 
the many millions of people who support- 
et) Uie grape boycott cao b< couoted upon 
to support (fais odc, ta», 

But aside from its importance lo the 
unorganized, poverty-stricken farm work 
ers. César Chavez' movement has immense 
importance for the whole labor movement 

THERE IS NO question about lsbor's 
diminishing influence among the young 
and the libéral. Its top leaders hâve sup- 
ported the war. in Vietnam, some unions 
atill discTiminate against Wack workers, 
and many people believe that labor has 
become part of the Establishment 

But the fervor roused by the farm 
workers of Califomia, the garbage work- 
ers of Memphis, and the hospila! workers 
elsewhere shows that labor s real gîory 
dayt are still ahead. 

By organizing the unorganized and by 
bringing skills and higher wages for those 
in our society who are mosl oppressed, 
the labor movement can recapture the 
crusading spirit that helped end industrial 
exploitation in the past and helped to 
bring a better life for the 'watt aiig » mil- 
lions. —

The 47-year-old United Farm Workers leader was warmly 

received in a private audience by Pope Paul VI. 

Those who were with Chavez when he visited the 
Vatican report the slim open-shir ted California Hexican- 
-American received "the red carpet treatment" in the 
Vatican. His Holines~s was sympathet ic . Ke had strong 
word s of support for the table grapes-lettuce-wine 
boycott leader. And support was expressed for Hsgr. 
Joseph Donnelly, chairman of the U.S. Bishops ' 
Commit tee on Farm Labor, one of Chavez" s staunchest 
allies. { J^ 

With Chavez was his long-time mentor and champion,/ £ f\ 
Msgr. George Higgins, Secretary for Research, U.S. 
Catholic Conférence, headquartered in Washington, D.C. 
This visit to the center of world Catholicism marks the 
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ultinate in ecclesiastical support I believe any labor 
leader has won for his cause. 

It marked the end of a long European journey and 
the winning and welding of clérical support unprecedented 
in the free world. Zt, therefore, becomes part of the 
most significant developments to be recorded in the 
annals of labor history. it blends the spiritual 
support of the Catholics with that of Jevish, Methodist 
and the Protestant organisations of clergymen and moves 
them into the jur isdiction al battle with the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters (IBT). 

The IBT now has virtually ail but one or two of 
the field workers contracts in the California lettuce 
and vegetable valleys which feed America and much of

national AFL-CIO headquarters, reported he was "inspired." 
Then he flew back to California to plan strategy with 
his own high command for a renewed battle with the 
Teamsters for leadership of some 50,000 fieid workers-- 
now mostly in the IBT which, with 2.2 million members, 
is the free world's biggest union. 

Its gênerai président Frank Fitzsimmons , himself a 
devout Catholic, charges the Chavez boycott is failing 
in America and thus the latter has had to turn to 
European leaders for support. It apparently has been a 
successful temporal as well as spiritual turn. Chavez 
had a long talk with the full "Executive" of the 
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militant Jack Jones's giant British Transport and 
General Workers Union. It's ail right, said Jack to 
Chavez, he hoped the "Californian grapes and lettuce 
rot in the (British) docks." 

To Chavez then, this is the moment to dispatch his 
légions of pickets across the U.S. Most of this past 
week in Keene (Calif.) he and his executive council met 
from 7 a. m. to late evening. They discussed his reports 
on European labor and Catholic support. They planned 
for their new offensive. 

To give it steam, old-timer Pred Ross, the Saul 
Alinsky social revolutionary who discovered Chavez back 
in 1952, and for whom Chavez apprenticed for a décade, 
gave a one-week course over in New Jersey for some 50 to 
75 néophyte UFW organizers. Ross will be back in 
January for another workshop. Meanwhile, similar hit- 
-the-street-boycott training is un.de r way in many 
sections of the nation. 

Supplementing this is Chavez' s private meetings 
with influential non-Catholic clergymen who are 
secretaries of other religious councils. Chavez has 
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been urging them to organize régional boycotts as did 
the Massachusetts rabbis. 

There is no doubt of the enormity o£ this coming 
battle. AFL-CIO président George Meany has been 
flaying the Teamsters. He and Léonard Koodcock's United 
Auto Workers hâve been supplying Chavez with the 
logistics needed by the tiny union. During 1973, the 
AFL-CIO taxed itself 51.5 million for the UFW . The 
auto workers leaders, who helped on Chavez's technical 
European trip needs with routing and door-opening ail 
the way from Scandinavia to Dusseldorf, Germany, 
contributes $10,000 weekly to the black Eagle banner. 
Thus in 1973, the UFW reported it took in Ç4 , 347 , 375 . It 
spent $5,207,699. 

On Jan. 1, 1974, it had some $259,000 in cash bank 
accounts. So it's in the red. But many of the AFL-CIO 
unions are quietly contributing more money than boycott 
pickets . Thus reports that the UFW and its campaign are 
dead are exaggerated. 

It's not quite certain what the Teamster reaction 
will be . It can counterthrust . It can stay silent. It 
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can Tetaliate by not coming to the aid of Chavez's labor 
allies and boycott supporters who call Teamsters 



headquarters for help daily.

The following références in the files captioned "National Farm 
Workers Association" (NFWA), "United Farm Workers" and "United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee" pertain to the activities of César E. Chavez as the 
founder and Executive Director of the NFWA from 1/24/56 to 2/18/74 in 
Arizona, California, Ill inois, Ohio, Oregon and WDC. The purpose of the 
NFWA was supposedly to improve the wages and living conditions of the 
migrant farm worker. Chavez sent letters and pamphlets to universities 
throughout the US in an attempt to recruit students and professors to go 
to Delano, Calif. during the summer of 1966 to assist in organizing the 
farm workers. He spoke at rallies and démonstrations sponsored by the 
NFWA and was arrested once for illégal use of a loud speaker. As the 
leader of the NFWA, Chavez led strikes to protest illégal organizing 
activities and other practices by the teamsters union. Chavez embarked 
on a seven-week tour of the US in regard to the UFW grape boycott against 
growers using pesticides as well as another nationwide tour to dramatize 
his efforts to boycott the sale of non-union harvested lettuce and sale 
of this lettuce by A and P chain grocery stores. Chavez requested the 
Justice Department to conduct an investigation for possible Fédéral 
violations regarding the dynamiting of UFW offices and threats of bodily 
harm to Union merribers. He was Publisher of the newspaper "El Malcriado" 
which was the officiai voice of the NFWA. Background data set out.

7975, César Chavez, United Farm Workers Union, Président, 
addressed a rally and fiesta at the Merced County Fair- 
grounds on August 10, 1975. This rally and fiesta was 
attended by approximately 1,200 persons, and they were 
prédominant ly fârm workers. Chavez stâfced that the United 
Farm Workers Union now has a better chance to challenge 
Teamsterg Union contracts because they hâve been granted 
access to Gallo winery ranches in Modesto, California, 
and Livingston, California. 

Chavez spoke entirely in Spanish and the speech 
that he gave was reportedly basically the same one he had 
been giving during the course of a 1,000 mile walk through 
California. 



A Merced Police Department permit for this 
gathering was issued for the fairgrounds from 1:00 p. m. to 
7:00 p. m. The band refused to stop pl aying at 7:00 p. m. 
and Tïorced, California Police Sèrp.ean tJ 

declared the gathering at the fairgrounds illégal atter 
the 7:00 p. m. deadline and ordered the crowd *to aisperse, 
César Chavez mounted the fairground bandstand and ordered

that the gathering was a private party and the off icers 
had no right to break it up. After Chavez ordered the 
band to continue, electrical connections for the musical 
instruments were discontinued and police reinforcements 
were called to the fairgrounds to disperse the crowd. 
During the time the crowd was being dispersed at the 
fairgrounds, police off icers receivëd notification that 
approximately 60 to 70 United Farm Workers were gathering 
and démons trating in the lobby of the Merced Police 
Department. During this time, a brick was thrown into 
a window at the Police Station and, in addition, a glass 
door was broken.
